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A ROLD SWINDLER.

Bis Adventeres In Anstrnlin, Amerlen, Indis,
Chiinn,y awd Europe-—-A Milllonnire and o Paoe
Ler—A Wonderful History.

Prom the-San Francisco Bulletin,

The following sketeh of the carcer of a distin-
gulehied swindler is trunslated for the Evening
Jowrnal from the Berlin Boersen Zeitung, Aug.
14. It will be read with speciul relish by Call-
fomdians, as this clty snd Btate were one of the
theatres of the exploits of Edelmann: —

About the year 1860 he was employed in o to-
bacco store in this city, the largest oce here at
gshot time, nud which was kept by oo mnn named
Frank. He wos suspected of theft, and Detees
tives Levs and  Ellis tarncd  thelr attention 1o
him He was arrested, convicted, and sentenoed
to o term of bmprisoument n the county juil.
Shortly nfrer his release from this establishment
he proceeded on his travels,

Some time during the war between Prussia and
Austrin, in the summer of 180, there appoared
nt the Berlln Exchagge a man calling himself
Edelmann, who, apparently revelling in all the
richies of au Eastern nabob, suoceeded In ereating
o profound sensation, notwith=tanding the stary
ling events of history st that tlme &zitating the
mind of all Enrope.

Edelmann sl deposited large sums in English
and East Indie bauks, #s he propos 1 to prove

by ¢hieck-books, letters, and despatohed: he wore
o high order, conferred by the Kup Maxi
milinn of Mexico, and boasted of o L nume
ber of the most eminent aequaintances.  Merely

for Lils amuscwent be bought the great baronical
estate of Lyek, near Konlgsberg, in Kast Pris-
pia, nnd spent lorge sums on is improvement,
but resided mostly in Berlin,

Of course It conld not be difficult far such o
mun to find cosnlzance in the best eommercial
circles. The firsy banking-honses of the metro-
polis weore opon o him, and he transacted omi-
uent business on exchange. iz houschold wos
furnished and carried on with princely magnitl-
cence. At the time when the famine in Hoast
Prussin enhsted the sympathy of the whole
country, Edelmann was as good as hi2 nune,
| Edelmann-synonym  with “noble man.”| HBe-
eides lnrge sums of ready monrey, he contribubed
to o fair, held for the benelit of the sulferers, n
eostly shawl, o present to him of the Queen of
Biam (!)

Down to the spring of 1808 Edelmaun eon-
tinued here to enact this splondid role, and then
suddenly  disappeared.  Whenee he  came,
whither be bad gone, nobody knew. It was re-
ported from RKonigsberg that he had sold his
estate of Lyck and started on extensive trivels,
By-and-by the modern Crasus was forgotlen,
till all at‘'once there comes to usa plece of news
from Frankfort-on-the-Main which may interest
gome of our commercial eireles, and is likely
to caunse a flutter among those who had closer
business connections with Edelmann, He, the
seeming money king, whose name o whole army
of brokers and others did not utter but with the
profoundest respect, whose friondship was
courted by merchinut prinees and embryo Roths-
childs, is nothing else but o dangerous adven-
turer and swindler.

Edelmann, a short time ago, took lodgings in
a Frankfort hotel. He appeared there with the
same ehow of wealth as at Beriin. He boasted
of his estate in East Prussia, his enormons
capital in East Indin and Eoglish banks, his
decorations and aristoeratic  acqualntances,
Strange to gay, though, our Craesus was hard up
for cash, nevertheless, and in order to raise
fundg, be stooped to ask the head steward of the
Lhote! for successive loans up to 700 florins.
With that kis role at Frankfort was played oat,
for a few days alterwards he was arrested and
exposed ns a swindler,

Edelmann's adventurous life furnishes o most
interesting picture of the career of a swindler.
However, it s to be regrotted that his exposure
remaing incomplete, thus far; for his principal
exploits appear to Lave taken place in Australla,
Amerien, and Asin. At eighteen years of age he
Jeft his native place, Wilkowishken, and weant to
Australin, where he worked some yesars in the
mives. Here he also got married, and at the
same time changed his original nume of Endel-
man to Edelmaun. Somewhat later, he asserts,

in 1he eapacity of engiuneer, he bailt
a rallroad to  Ballarat. Believe this
who may of a man who, thoagh he soe-

eeeded In deceiving the highest circles of saclety,
is, oddly enougl, unable to write! It I8 proven,
however, that 1n 18565 he foiled In Melbourne,
and from this time dates his career asa swindler
and adventarer. In California, in South America,
in Panama, he reappears in the most different
charncters; now as a poor Jewish peddler, then
aguin as the great merchant., Forged coutraets,
diaits, and bills of exchange, foand on his per-
son after his arrest, gave an iden of the extent
of his swindling transactions at that thne.

In 1862 weo find him in the Freuch army in
Mexico a8 o common soldier.  Hoe deserted to
the Liberals, did somewhat later hmportant ser-
vice as o spy, nnd rose at last to the position of
a great army contractor. At abont this time, he
asgerts, he received the order which decorated
his breast while here.

Tn 1863 he went Lo China, and from thenee to
Eust India, whore he remained o the end of
1865, and where he accumulated a fortune by

reat cotton contracts with the Government. In

ombay, Edelmann again failed. In order more
eﬂuvumi‘]y to coneeal hils purpose, e, the evon-
ing befcre ho absconded, gave his friends a
splondid banguet, at which all mc: Inxarics of the
Indies were digplaved. While his zuests were
gtill revelling amidst the pleasurces of the table,
he disappeared with all the ready money and
went to Europe. This last explolt andoubtedly
furnished him the lurge sums which he com-
manded on hls aerival ut Berlin,

His mean, bad chinracter is Hlostrated by the
way he tried jto free himself of his wile, of
whom. it geems, ho became tired. She balng in
London, bewrote to her from Bombay, with
divections to foln him there, at the sime time
gonding her money enough to pay her lare.
When be kpew hier to be on dhe way, he lelt
Bombay, hoplng that the poor, helpless womnn,

 awithout means or fricnds, would perish in the

gtrange lond. And. indeed, after her arrival
there, ghe foll subject to the greatest distrosa,
which was hefghtened by the clrenmstancs of
the reporied desth of her husbund—a ramor
started by himeell for obylons reions, Al last
the British copsul took her case in hand and
sent her back to Landon, where elic 1s stlll lving
in needy clreumstances,

After bis thmes of magoiflcence at Borlin,
Edelmunn visited all the differcat hathlug places
on the continent where gambling flourisned,
and, after Le had lost ull his mones, set to swin-

fng and contractiog debts. It appears that
ﬂlt oy he aliogether depended on hils dishonest
gransactions for o lving, ln which he was ma-
terially assisted by a young woman of groat

"Benuty and very elegant appesrance and muan-
gers, who travelled with him and who sue-

od In vietimizing many a yomig man, often
to the amoint of very large sums,  Bhe passed
fora piece or an sdopted doughter of Edol-
mann, but was, in foet, thelllegitimate olfapring
of very obsenre people at Friedburgh on the
Elbe. lived for o time ns servant girl at Altona,
from whence she went to Rostaty, in Baden,
where she kept up a love affair with a subaltern
officer ul the garrizon, and afterwarda appeared
at Baden-Baden s mewber of the llunn-mfnlu'l_u.
Tlere it was that Edclinann became acguninted
with Lier, surrounded her with luxary and ele-
gance, and made her hig tool and companion in
orime.  She aceompanied him to Hamburg and

lesbaden, and afterwards Nizza and Moaaco.

“The Navajoes, ten thousand strong, having
retnrped (o their old country from the Boske
Hedonde, have been industrious the past sceo-
son, and raized good crops of oats, whoat, and
vegetables, These Indians are now peaceable
and quicet, with the exception of some three or
four huudred professional thieves, who alternate
in thelr rovings between the reservation and the
southern Apache conutry on the Giln. If the
Navajoe nation is judicionsly maunaged, the
Governor thinks no further serious trouble nead
be apprehended from them.

“In the sonthern part of the territory of New
Mexico the Gila and Museularn Apaches have
been exceedingly troublesome nll summer. Thelr
principal object 18 the stealing of herds and the
plunder of trains Iaden with freight., Ordioarily
they do not murder, unless it becomes necessary
in order to get away with their plunder.

“For defense against these marauders Gover-
nor Pile has authorized the organization of a
mounted posse in  each election district of the
exposed counties. These hostile Indians number
about twelve hundred, and the preeinets from
which the posse is to be ralsed nnmber abont
sixty, which give a force adequate to put down
the outlaws,

*The Governor says he is confident that, if the
Quanker system inaugnrated at Washington does
not interfere with his plans, he will put the terri-
tory, within the next three or four months, in a
perfect condition of defense. Since the advengy
of Vincent Collyer no Quakers have been out
there, There are about two thonsand troops
guarding the different posts or seattered about
the territory.”

and ultra radical, The Democraecy, althouorh
sceminely passive during  the canviss, are
probably the best organlzed party: the conser-
vatives are numerous, ntelligent, and lofluen-

tial, while the Republican element  was
long eince  demoralized and disorzanized
by its internal  dissensions, personal quar-

rels, and the excesses of the nltea faction, which,
by an unfortunate combination of eircumstances,
got the lead. The ordinary tendency of politics
in the South would Ye an allianee between the
Demoeratie and o mujority of the conscryative
clement, The latter plainly hold the balance of
power, and can throw Lhe victory with whatover
slde they unite their strength.,  Confident as (e
Democratie faction may be, the position which
they hold is by no meaus secure. All depunds
ulum poold management, prodence, and fale
play. Bome are confident that on all guestious
there will be o perfect allinnce between the con-
servatives and Democrats in the Leglsluture,
which will meet next Monday, and that the mosg
radicalmeasures of the latter party canbe carried
almost without opposition.

The excesscs of politics in this Btate for some
time past are full of nstraction and admonition
to the Incoming regime, In modio (ulissinmius
ibis. It is the part of gamblers and wdven-
turers to risk evervthing, but not of statesmen.
Theirs Is o higher and nobler work, for It must
affect the interests of all clusses and conditions
in private life, as well as the strength, proaper-
ity, und honor of the State. We express
wishes of a great majority of the people in pray
Ing for a moderate line of policy, free from the
excess of faction, and from all splrit ol
and retaliation, in the approsching session of
the Legislature,

Her Cnpture with 236 Natives on Bonrd.
A British sailor writes from Aden;—

“We have been eruising about the coast of |

Arabin for the last seveuly days, In secarch of
glavers principally.  Our Dboats awny up and
down the congts and Lays sixty miles distant,
uud ourselves chaging and bouarding the dhows
(slavers) in sight; one hundred and forty-four
dhows were stopped nand boarded, and [ began
to despair of ever taking o slaver agaln (i o, 0
dliow Lul--u with slaves), when on the 20th of
May, at | . M., our cutter went after a follow,
which with o long glass 1 watched lutently: she
was only 14" o gight, and swept In ghore in the
shallows. We made all preparation Lo prevent
thelr escaping, both by land and sea, and already
ghe Jlhad landed fifsy of her erew and slaves.
This was o fotal mistake they made; the
eutter was upon them almost instantly, turniog
one of the coves, and she moade n dash ot the
dhow without the necessity of waltlng for sup-
worts to come np, and cartied her without loss,
I'he Arabs on shore began firing behind rocks,
but It wus oo late—thelr forces wore divided,
and the Sulder overheand soon brought them 1o.
The dhow was a slaver, with sl yves—a tre-
mendous houl. She had o broadside gun wlth
slugs Lo poligh off onr boat at nlght, and ler
erow were of the Zoorg tribe, nnd bouond to
fight, with plenty of ball eariridge. She fell an
ensy proy and It bas considorably rejoleed all
bhands after the bard work we have had, aud
under which we wers all rapldly gotting played
out. I nin now on my round o Aden to land onr
dark friends; from there we go to Seychelles
then to Zonzibar, the Mozambigue, and will be
(I, V,) at Bombay about the end of Novembor
next.”

The Seevet Vaulis Benenth Constantinople,
A correspondent of the French Journal O

civl writeg us follows:—*"About forty years azo,
whon o large house in Constantinople had sunk
benenth the level of the soll, an immense serics
of subterranean discovered, sup-
ported by magoiflcent muarble pillars, which
judiging by their vich decorations, were the
work of Greek artists.  Underneath the vanlts
it o JuKe of unknown extent and of considera-
ble deptlr.  This mysterious constenetion, of
which history makes no mention, is supposed to
extend under a considerable part of the city, The
principal entravce, being the only one accessi-
ble to visitors, is sltunted in the court-yard of a
private palace, the proprictor of which has o
boat in which be amuses himself sailing about
within a hundred yards of the entrance. Last
month an Englishmun, accompanied by o sailor,
desired to explore the lake thoroughly; haviog
oltained the necessary permission, e get forth
on his ndyventurons journey, but never returned,
be and the saillor having been asphyxiated be-
yond the reach of help. Another Englishman
volunteered to go alone in search of them in
another boat with six torches attached to
it: for a lopg time the reflection of the torches
upon the waters was visible to the onlookers at
the entrance, until it was lost In the gloom and
durkness, After an absence of two hours, he
returned from his unsuccessful search com-
pletely exlinusted, and nearly ehoked with the
foul alr be hoad inhaled, hoaviog in his whole
course scen the ranges of vaults and plillars uni-
formly continned.  The Tuorkish anthorities
have ordered the boat to be lifted, and prolibited
perties from safling on the lake, but still permit
tl e curions to inspect this singular construction
at the entrance, which reminds the beholder of
tLe architectural wonders of ancient Egypt,”

Shooting at Fortress Monroe.

Forrress Moxron, Oct. 6.—A stabbing affray
oceurred in Mampton, on Monday afternoon,
between o youug man named Mansfield, formerly
doing business here, and aoman from the couns
try.
